If any ouo of tho accused persons 
wanted to bribe a juror there would be 
little to prevent him from at least offer- 
ing a temptation.

POLITICAL ASSASSINATION. 


WASHINGTON, July 0.—Letters 
from 


Oaoulon, S. O., received to-day contra- 
dict the statements telegraphed 
from 


Charleston of tho killing o£ Major L. W. 
B. Blair in several very important partic- 
ulars, and tend to show that Blair was ro- 
ully the •victim of a political assassination. 
Tho press account represented Blair as 
the aggressor, and asserted that he was 
advancing upon Haile with his hand up- 
on his pistol, in a threatening manner; 
that ho was warned not to advance, and 
was finally shot by Haile in solf-detense, 
An intelligent and trustworthy gentleman 
of Oamden says, in a letter to a friend: "A 
meeting of the Independent Democratic 
party had been called to meet that day at 
noou, and that Blair was to' speak. He 
was on his way to the postoffice with the 
intention.to complete arrangements-for 
tho meeting afterward, when he was ac- 
costed by Haile and txirned to answer. 
The altercation was in reguard to a meet- 
ing of a Democratic club which kwth par- 
ties had attendad on tho previous Satur- 
day aud at which Haile had been badly 
defeated. Blair succeeded in carrying i"l 
by a large majority for]the Independents 
Hot words passed in the dispute. After 
it was over Haile went and armed himself 
and again fstartod to quarrel with Blair 
and finally shot him twice. Both shots 
wore iu the back of the victim, one above 
and tho other below tho shoulder blade 
It is evident, therefore, that Blair was 
not advancing in a threatening manue 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—Mr. Belniont

Theaters In Russia. 


Russian theaters aro, comparatively 
peaking, very juvenile institutions. A. 
entury ago there were scarcely any 
aeatrical performances iu cither of the 
;TVO capitals. The first Italian opera 
Moduced on o grand scale in St. Poters- 
>urg was Paisiello's liarbicre di Sigvig- 
ia, and in tho same year an Englishman 
amed Maddox opened the first theater 
n Moscow. Tho Czarina Catharine II., 
who found her mania for English cus- 
oms, comforts, nnd dependents, and for 
rrench fashions aid philosophy, quite 
ompatible with an abiding love for a 
ionic-made and unrelenting despotism, 
jraciously extended her patronage and 
;ave handsome pecuniary support to a 
ompany of English actors under tho 
management oi Mr. Fisher; but after 
ihree or four years tho British comedians 
waxed fat and kicked ; they were contin- 
ually quarreling among themselves, and 
at last Mr. Fisher's company melted 
nto thin air. 


Catharine's successor, ths luckless 


Paul, abhorred all things English, and 
jestowed his crazy affections on French 
ilays and players ; but the most halcyon 
lays of Bnssian theatricals were, per- 
laps, some fifty years ago, when the 
amous native prima donna, Mad. Sem- 
snof, rivaled the French cantatrices, 
flesdames Albert and Branohue, when 
ho Muscovite Talma was the famous 
ragio actor Caratiguine, whose wife— 
letter known under her maiden name of 
JoloESof—played Bussian and French 
characters with equal facility and felic- 
ty. The prima ballerina of this bril- 
iant epoch was M'lle Istomina, a pupil 
'£ Didelot; Mesdamcs lo Bras Paule 
wore the leading stars of the French 
,roupo, and o "run" of unprecedented 
duration was enjoyed by an operatic 
'arce by Von Ignate Schuster—The 
Sham (Jatalina. 
Nor were the interests 


of tiie native drama neglected. 
The 


government gave no less a sum than 
200,000 roubles for the dramatic enter- 
;ainment of the holiday folk only at 
Christmas and Easter, while for the en- 
couragement of native dramatic authors 
a voluminous scheme was drawn up in 
:he Imperial Chancellerio dividing origi- 
nal dramatists and translators of foreign 
plays into five categories or classes, and 
lecreeing that they should enjoy during 
:heir life-time a part of the receipts of 
;he Imperial Theaters, on a scale pro- 
portionate to tho length and importance 
if their productions. An author of tho 
irst class might commute his life royalty 
:or a lump sum not exceeding 4,000 ru- 
bles, an n'nount then equivalent to £800. 
Bussian playwrights have done good 
work since the flourishing days at which 
we have glanced.—London Daily Tele- 
graph.

THE CHILDREN'S JOURNEY. 


A Reminiscence of Southern Austria. 
Thcro nro few stranger places in the 


world than tho hilly region around tho 
hond of the Gulf of Venieo, and a few 
stranger people than tho Slovaks who 
inhabit it 
Almost within sight of busy, 


bustling, 
populous Trieste, with ils 


bristling masls, and' crowded quays, 
and 
rattling 
carriages, 
and 
smart 


modern 
hotels, 
you 
come 
sud- 


denly upon n district dotted with 
quaint 
little antique 
villages 
that 


seem to have boon dropped by Santa 
Glaus out of his basket ot toys—villages 
which might well have Rip Van Winlcle 
for chiot- magistrate, and tho Seven 
Sleepers of Ephesus for/tenants. 


Up here on these warm dreary hill- 


sides, far from tho busy world below, 
no one seems to be in a hurry, to got 
angry, or to excite himself in any way. 
The:heavy wagons that creep along the 
broad white dusty road seem to go or 
not as they pleaso, their "drivers" 
being usually fast asleep inside them. 
These four or five sallow, bearded, luw- 
browcd peasants in gray frocks and 
high boots, who are munching their 
blnck bread and garlic in tho shade of 
yonder, treo, instead o£ chattering and 
laughing like their Italian neighbors of 
the vnllo3', arc silent as statutes. 
This 


mock little church of crumbling stone 
was built before tho Turks entered Con- 
stantinople, and tho language) of its 
builders is spoken here still. 


So completely, liulecd, docs the whole 


of this stnmgo'region reproduce what 
the world was centuries ago that 1 fee! 
quite out of place as I look out at it 
through tho window of a modern rail- 
way car, and hear a call for "tickets" 
in tho midst of the enchanted/ground. 
But even the railway seems to have bor- 
rowed something of the character of 
its surroundings. For a whole hour we 
zig-zag at a creeping pace up a seem- 
ingly • endless succession of terraced 
ridges crowned with dark clumps of 
thicket 
Suddenly two or throe beauti- 


ful littio patches of groen, sunny vine- 
yard poop out at us from -between two 
huge black cliffs, down one of which, 
like a ily walking on a wall, comes a 
sturdy peasant, brown and shapely as a 
bronzp statue, showing all his splendid 
teeth in a grin of indulgent eoi)tcm(Pt at 
sight.of tho crawling train. The faint 
tinkle of a bell makes mo look up to see 
a herd of goats ^feeding high above my 
head, while the next moment I catcli 
sight of a little rod-tiled cottage tucked 
away in the cleft of a rock as if playing 
Wde-and-scck. 


At length our train struggles up to 


the summit of the mountain with a 
shrill whistle of triumph. We thrust 
our heads out of tho-window to see 
where we have got to, when, lo! right 
under our feet he tho clustering white 
houses, and shining church domes, and 
countless rcasts, and bright blue waters 
of Trieste which wo left behind more 
than an hour ago, as it' bound by tho 
same spell which kept poor Christoval 
tramping round and round the church 
all night, 
thinking he was 
going 


straight home. 


But at this point a now turn is given 


to my thoughts by the entrance of a 
group as picturesque as any painter 
could wish; three children—a bright- 
C3-ed little fairy of eight, with cheeks us 
round and rosy as tho apple which she 
is eating, a sturdy boy of eleven, whoso 
sun-burned face is browner than his Hat 
leather cap, and a tall, slim, golden- 
haired girl about a year older, taking 
charge of the other two in a protect- 
ing*, motherly way, which is simp ly ir- 
resistible.; 


Dut'-the first glance shows me that 


their ' Journey, whatever its object may 
bo, is one-of no ordinary importance to 
themselves. 
All throe have a grave, 


preoccupied look, the elder girl es- 
pecially.1. Instead of prattling merrily, 
laughingv-.ishouting and pointing out 
passing pbjqcts to each other, as "chil- 
dren usually do on a railway journey, 
they sir close together in a corner und 
talk in whispers. 


Even the grand scenery through which 


we pass, new as it evidently is to them, 
seems 
quite 
unheeded. 
Frowning 


precipices; somber pine woods; black, 
tomb-lika.gorges; rock ledges ;just wide 
enough for. the train itself; over-hang- 
ing 'waterfalls which go leaping and 
foaming from crag, to crag down a 
seemingly endless descent; queer little 
palnteu wooden station-houses, placard- 
ed with regujatiofis';jrr Italian, Uorman 
and -Slovak;' .brawtiy^peasant women, 
with their hard sallow faces framed in 
scarlet kerchiefs, waving signal flags on 
tho very verge of tho precipice—go by 
without remark. 


Tho illustrated journal which I'-con- 


trive to let full as i£ by accident on the 
scat nearest to them remains equally 
unnoticed for a while. But at length I 
see the younger girl's eyes •beginning to 
turn that way. 
Presently she slips'off 


her seat, and sidles up to the tempting 
paper; and then, having satisfied her- 
self that I was not looking at her, sho 


.ioiy.es it in her plump little hands, and 
is soon deep in ono of tho greatest en- 
joyments of childhood — "looking over n 
whole lot of pictures." 


Hut as we approach St. Peter's the 


other two children become visibly rest- 
less and excited, looking constantly out 
of the window us if watching for some- 
thing which they are eager to see. Even 
the little student of my paper, with 
whom I have struck up a conversation 
in Gorman, soon forsakes mo to join tho 
watch; and I hear tho boy mutter dis- 
consolately: 


"\Vhv don'i the train go quicker!* 


Wo shall novcr got there!" 


Can they be bound on a picnic? think 


I; but they look far too grave and 
troubled for that. Arc they going homo 
from school:' but who would think of 
living in a desolate place like this? I 
am still puzzling over the riddle, when 
my little rosy-chenkml friend, aft or look- 
ing doubtfully at me onco or twice, as 
if uncertain whether to speak or not, 
startles me with a very unexpected ques- 
tion:" Please, wiien anybody grows blind. 
not from u blow or unyth'ing like thai, 
but with something growing over lln-ir 
eyes, can they be niu'do well again?" 


'•Very often they can, when they 


have a good doctor; but why do you 
ask?" 


And them tho whole story comes out, 


Their father, a retired Austrian ofi'ieur. 
has become blind irom cataract; and a 
famous German oculist, an old friend of 
his, 
has taken him away to a country 


house among the hills between St. 
I'cler's and Adolsberg, in the hope of 
restoring his sight by an operation. 


"And it was to be done last night," 


says Theresa, tho elder girl, "anil papa 
was to start home this morning. 
But 


wo r.md(Mt wait until ho came, and he 
wouldn't bo able to pond us a message; 
so we got leave from aunt to come and 
meet him ourselves, r,.« she wasn't well 
enough to go with us. 
He's sure to bo 


at St. Peter's station when we n-ct 
there." 


"And 
his eyes will bo quite well 


again — I'm sure they will!" cries little 
KaU-ina, eagerly. 
"Dr. Ulrich is so 


cleaver, and he's cured so many peo- 
ple, and papa's such a friend of his, 
I'm sure he'll euro him too." 
" I hope he will, indeed," sa}'S her 


brother, earnestly. 
"Poor papa! it's 


so horrid to see a groat strong man like 
him led about just like a baby, and not 
able to road any stories, or watch his 
flowers coming up so nicely, after tak- 
ing all that trouble with them! I will 
give a shout if he's really cured." 


"There's tho station'/' cried Theresa, 


almost throwing horsnlE through the 
window in her eagerness, "and there's 
a man standing on tho platform all by 
himself. 
Can' that bo papa?" 


A whistle, a clank, a long creaking 


groan, and the train comes to a stand- 
still. 
But almost before it has stopped, 


tho door llios open, anil the next mo- 
ment I see tho children hanging in a 
cluster upon a tall, fine-looking man 
with a thick gray mustache, while three 
voices shout, joyfully. 


"Papa! papa! you sco?" 
"Yes, dears, I son, thank God!" says 


tho old soldier, fervently; "and when 
the doctor was going to" begin, I laid 
your portraits beside my chair, that they 
might bo tho first thing I saw." 


'itarc wore not four happier people, I 


will answer for it, in all Austria, that 
day; and tho remembrance of thr.tmeot- 
ing is still among the brightest of my 
traveling recollections. — D 


The Care or Birds. 


»OA"T J>IE 13V TJUK MOUSE. 


"Rough 
on Bats." Clears ont ratp, 


j mice, roaches, bed-biigs, flies, ants, mole?, 
chipnmnds, gophers, luo. per box. 


A bird fancier's great enemy is the 


bird mite or louse. 
They are so very 


sniall and kocp so clo.su during the day 
that you will not bo able to soo them 
with tho naked eye, but wait until lamp 
lighting and thou take even a low 
power microscope and you will iind 
them by tho quantity. 
Jt is their na- 


ture to annoy the bird's at night while 
the bird is 'at rest. 
Now take advan- 


tage of this and use remedies to destroy 
them while huddled together in the 
crevices in the cage. 
You will also 


iind them in the nest where tho young 
are. 


The little ones may be fed ever so 


well, but still they will get bloodless 
and droop. The mites literally suck 
the life blood out. o£<4liom. 
U'lui mother 


bird is often blamed for not 
feeding 


when tho troublr is with the mites. 


The price of a bird is constant and ex- 


ternal vigilance. 


Before nesting, tho cage should be 


carefully examined and some substance 
like gasoline should be used all over the 
cage, especially in the cracks and small 
holes, then apply tho insect powder 
while it is moist. This should be used 
every two weeks if you suspect lice. 
To make a ne.st take a wire for a foun- 
dation, common screen wire is belter 
than the roady-mado nests, then sew on 
a cloth over it, and then sprinkle line 
tobacco or summer savory freely on 
this, cover with another cloth and fast- 
it on a wire bent like a letter U. This 
will allow you to let it project from tho 
side of the cage and will secure greater 
cleanliness. 
B-o sure and shape the nest 


well and give the bird but little ma- 
terial for building. 
After the young 


arc well feathered and before they are 
old enough to jump out of the nest, take 
them down and give them n clean nest 
made as well as the other. 


Remember, novcr put anything on 


the birds to kill lice. 
You will be quite 


as likely to kill tho birds. 
A lady a day 


or two ago was telling rno that tho bird 
store simpleton to'.d her to apply freely 
on tlu birds. 
She used tho insect pow- 


der and killed both old and young. 
Bird dealers arc not oracles on birds. 
They are in most cases selling for 
money. They should bo naturalists or 
not follow tho business. 
Consult a bird 


fancier and naturalist. 


Look to the cages every month dur- 


ing the winter and you will bo doubly 
paid. 
Those 1'ow points arc from an 


old bird fancier who gives thorn for 
what they arc worth.—Detroit Post. 


Squaring tho Circle. 


Jamos Morton, a Philadelphia mathe- 


matician, claims to have solved tho 
problem known as "squaringthe cir- 
cle." 
Tho solution of this problem of 


finding the exact area of a circle has 
occupied tho attention of mathemati- 
cians from time immemorial. 
Man}' 


claimed to have performed it, but their 
demonstrations have always failed, to 
stand the test. 
Tho nature of tho prob- 


lem places it- outside of tho domain of 
arithmetical 
calculation, 
but 
not- 


withstanding 
this 
admitted 
fact, 


tho 
ratio 
between 
diameter 
and 


circumference 
has 
been 
carried 


out to over six hundred decimal places. 
So, by geometrical methods, Mr. Mor- 
ton thinks he has accomplished the 
quadrature of the circle. 
His solution, 


put in the form of a proposition, is as 
follows: "The square of the diameter 
of any circle is to its area as the perim- 
eter of a square described on thcdiam. 
otcr of tho circle is to its circumfer- 
ence; or conversely, the .area of any cir- 
cle is to the square" of its diameter us 
tho circumference of the circle is to th'a 
perimeter of a square described on ita

The closing mornentK of the old yoai 


had arrived. 
Laurel Hill Cemetery -wna 


Tirapped in tlio darkness of llio night, 
and a lioavy fog hung over the stately 
piles of marble tvhich mark thu resting 
places of tho distinguished doad, ob- 
scuring thorn from view. Suddenly the 
quiet was broken by the tolling bells and 
tlio shrieks of locomotive whistles. A1-" 
.most simultaneously with UIOHO tokens 
of respect to tho oxphing year a bright 
ailvory light flashed over n corner of th 
city of the dead. A moment later am 
oil was darkness again. '1 hou tree ilnshe 
followed each other in quick succession 
I?resont!y tlio din was increased ton fold 
spreading the news that the new yea 
had come. Again tho weird light reap 
peared. Its rays encircled a aulc. Tho 
iron doors were open, aud over the hoadi 
of tho group of people who stood in the 
entrance, a double row of shelves, nearly 
OTery one occupied by a coffin, could bo 
Seen. .Thegroup comprised live gentle- 
men npd a lady, .all attired in deepes 
mourning. 


"Another year gone and a now ono ia 
its place," said tho lady, in alow, musi- 
cal voice, as she gazed pensively at tho 
coffin on tho third lower shelf to tho 


if Ono more year," responded tho gen- 


tleinan nearest her. "and we are all here. 
How many will bo left at the next ap- 
pointment. 


The members of tho group looked at 


each other in silonco, and then again di- 
rected thsir glances to the interior of 
the vault. For tho next frvo minutes 
they stood in this attitude, motionless. 
Then tho possessor of tho musical voice 
remarked, aa she drew her watch from 
its hiding place. 
"Ten minutes after 


twelve—our mission is ended." 


With a last look at the coffin, tho group 


moved slowly away and entered tho 
carriages which had been waiting at the 
gateway, the grave-keeper, who had 
been- waiting at a respectful distance, 
swung tho iron doors and fastened tho 
lock, tho light was extinguished, and all 
waB gloom. 


Thero is a peculiar story back of tho 


Bceno which was thus enacted iu the 
early minutes of 1882. Back in the '70s 
there died in this city «• gentleman who 
was. as diiitinguished for his peculiari- 
ties as ho was renowned for his wealth 
and good deeds. When his will was 
found that ho had laid • a sacred injunc- 
tion on his children that so long as they 
remained alive they should see the old 
year out and the now one in at tho foot 
of his coffin.

away and tho injunction has not once 
been forgotten, although the little group 
O'f Saturday night looked upon the 
caskets which contained, the remains oi 
four of their family who had in as many 
years followed the father to his long 
home. 
Tho others are now widely scat- 


tered; i Some- of them are located in 
Vermont; some remain in this city, while 
one has emigrated so far away aa Ne- 
braska, but at the close of every year 
thov. journey to this city and hold their. 
family reunion in the presence of the 
dead and under the glare of the calcium 
lights.— Philadelphia Record, 


Napoleon's First Abdication. 


Franco, in the latter part of 1813 and 


the beginning of 1814, was in a very un- 
settled condition. Napoleon had carried 
on brilliant but weakening campaigns, 
and- even tho dazzling glory of the great 
commander's exploits in tho face of all 
Europe could not dispel tho shadows 
which hud begun to gather about him at 
the capital and throughout Franco. Nor 
was tho prospect beyond tho realm any 
more encouraging. Bernadotte, Grown 
Prince of Sweden, and late companion 
of tho Emperor, was coming down from 
tho north with 100,000 men; and Murat, 
King of Naples, Napoleon's own brother- 
in-law, had^ entered into a secret treaty 
with Austria for the expulsion of tho 
French in Italy. The gloom around Na- 
poleon deepened, until the allies suc- 
ceeded in reaching the exterior defenses 
of Paris, nnd the capital, which for so 
many years had dictated law to all other 
capitals, was obliged to capitulate, and 
the allies entered Paris amid the accla- 
mations of the people. 
The Senate 


turned their back on Napoleon and de- 
clared that " by arbitrary acts and vio- 
lations of tho constitution " he had for- 
feited tho throne, and 
absolved all 


Frenchmen from their allegiance. His 
own generals insisted that he ought to 
abdicate, and he signed the surrender of 
his power. He was allowed tho sover- 
eignty of tho Isle of Elba, with a rBve- 
enuo of 0,000,000 francs ($1,200,000). 
Ton months later ho was invited to re- 
turn to France by a conspiracy of old 
Republicans joined by Bonapartists. He 
escaped from Elba February 2G, 1815, 
and landed at Cannes March 1 with an 
escort composed of about 1,000 of his 
Old Guard. And 100 days after ho had 
resumed power his last act on the stage 
of Europe was played ont, and tho sec- 
ond and last abdication was signed.

le.sa than twenty-four hundred million, 
or two herrings to every man, woman 
and child in the world. Tho cod, l.ing, 
and h;ikc, destroy twelve times as manv 
herrings as all tho fishermen of Europe 
catch, and tho shoals aro also preyed 
upon by other fish and great flocks of 
birds. 
Nearly all tho fish that swim 


prey upon the herring at ono stage or 
another of its existence. The spawning 
grounds aro ravaged by crabs and lob- 
Htcrs, and by all sorts of flat-fish, and 
the fry Is consumed by tho haddock, 
tho whiting, and tho herring itself. Tlio 
shoals are sometimes four miles long 
and two broad, and tho fish are' so 
densely pricked that those ia tho rear 
have been known to push the front 
ranks ashore. 
Tho nets used by tho 


Scotch and Yarmouth fisheries together 
are long enough to reach from Liver- 
pool to New York more than four times; 
and yet some commissioners who were 
appointed to investigate tfie subject 
havo reported that nothing which man 
has done has diminished tho stock of 
herrings in 'ihe sea, and nothing which 
man is likely to do can diminish it. Tho 
fecundity of the fish is so great that tho 
progeny of a single female would at one 
spawning, if all the ova were hatched, 
be sufficient to fill forty barrels, and it 
is this productive power which enables 
the species to hold its place. Tho North 
Sea is the principal home of tho herring, 
and tho shoals come and go from tho 
shore to deep water and back again, in- 
fluenced by temperature, spawning and 
the location of their food. In the North 
of Scotland they are most abundant by 
the 1st of August, while in the vicinity 
of Yarmouth the principal fishing docs 
not begin until September. 
No her- 


rings are caught in January. 
Toward 


the end of February tho fishermen be- 
gin to "catch spring herring, and con- 
tinue to do so during March, April, anc 
May. 
In June and July tho mid-sum 


mer herrings are caught, and little i 
done in August preliminary to th 
opening of the autumn or homo fish 
iug, which lasts from September unti 
about Christmas. 
Two or three day 


before the great festival, all the boat 
come in, and aro moored along th 
wharf, bow on, from the Southtowi 
Bridge to the estuary where tho Yar< 
empties between two picturesque wood 
en piers into the sea.—W. H. Ilidcini/ 
in Harper's Magazine.

trades in school.

tual treat was introduced with vocal and 
instrumental music, by Prof. Harry [Ar- 
nold and Miss Ella Peterson. Prof. Ar- 
nold played an artistic solo on tho piano, 
and accompanied Miss Peterson in a de- 
lightfully rendered arin. 


Prof. Peabody announced as his sub- 


ject "Shall wo Teach Trades in the Pub- 
lics schools ?'' 


He spoke around the ijuestiou for an 


hour and a half, touching on a variety of 
subjects, which might havo some con- 
nection w^th tho question, and though 
tho lecture as a literary effort was really 
fine, tho audience was somewhat disap- 
pointed, 
as 
they 
wero 
nn- 


able 
to 
determine 
whether 


Prof. Peabody had spoken m t'uvor or 
teaching trades in tho schools or not. Ho 
admitted that it would be n difficult mat- 
ter to instruct children iu all the differ- 
out branches oC a thousand trades, and 
filvc them besides a literary education; 
but expressed the thought that some- 
thing should bo done. 
After leaving 


Hchooi, ho said, young men were unqual- 
ified for engaging in active business pur- 
suits, because their training had been de- 
fective ; and he suggested that students 
be prepared in some way to enter with at 
least, a partial understanding, upon a 
trade, which they might elect. The speak- 
er quoted the Manual Training school at- 
tached to the Washington University uf 
St. Loviis, whore boys are instructed in 
several trades, and thought the, plan iu 
operation there should obtain every- 
where. He failed, however, to outline 
any course by which, the desired object 
could be attoiucd. He hurt his subject 
by saying that the only apparently feas- 
ible plan at present -was tho establish- 
ment of similar institutions by private 
generosity. While the gentleman evi- 
dently believed that boys shoiild be 
taught trades, and schools be established 
for the purpose, he'.failed to indicate how 
it could bo accomplished. 


MILITAIU' EXHIBITION. 


After the lecture, the visiting teachers 


and a largo proportion o£ Jauesvilliaus 
repaired to the Janosvillo Guards' armory, 
to witness tho exhibition drill oC the 
Guards and u portion of tho Bower City 
Killes. Tho large hall was crowded to 
its utmost capacity, the ladies, of coiirse. 
being in the ascendant (sonio ot ths pret- 
tiest wore iu tho gallery),-and the ovoliv 
lions of tho citizen soldiery, were some- 
what circumscribed by tho limited space 
given them by tho pressing crowd. 


The Guards turned out twenty-four 


men under Captain H. A. Smith and 
Lieutenants Newman and Glass.

school children, physically and mentally. 
Pupils ore different naturally: home in- 
luencos are unlike; tastes and aspira- 
tions dissimilar. Some -would grasp an 
idea readily, while others acquired more 
or less explanation. He continued in the 
same lino of thought, dealing with tho 
varied pecu'Uaritiea of the pupils, and the 
difficulties imposed upon the teacher, 
hampered by grades. The more advanced 
pupils, become uninterested in explana- 
tions recurred for the backward members 
of tho class, and tho latter were dull wlien 
subjects foreign to their understanding 
were being discussed with their intellect- 
ual superiors. 


The argument, in favor of the graded 


system, that it induced a spirit of emula- 
tion and spurred ambition, the speaker 
thought a poor one, whou confronted 
with tho varied intellectual capabilities 
of a class composed of pupils of different 
tastes and receptive power. The mind of 
the child, ho said, differed from that 
of the aduit more iu the degree than 
iu the kind of development. 
Tho men- 


tal faculties wero aroused iu the first years 
of school life, precoption was generated, 
imagination started nrul and reason of a 
lower order exercised. Tho defects exist- 
ing m the pi Jtnary grades, were also uotio- 
ablo iu the higher branches. 
The har- 


monious training of all the faculties is 
conducive to tho best development of 
each, oud susceptibility of culture de- 
pends greatly upon tho enrKer tnruiug. 
Ho thought Borne other tests of capabil- 
ity should be made other than that of ex- 
amination. Tho defenders ot tho graded 
systems, as they now are, contend that tho 
higher stuc'ies should be learned only 
when they can bo acquired scientifically, 
forgetting that if thoroughly taught in 
the primary branches, the pupil would 
become fit for tho reception ot studies, 
apparently beyond IPS comprehension. 
Oh'Idren were always aquiring a know- 
ledge ot uat.ivo, of tl':rjgs, und people 
through their contact with others and 
therefore, were learning1 beyond the pro- 
tinots of the school room. 


It was not before the age of 15 or 1G 


that the pupil began to reason as to tho 
canso 
aud 
effect 
of 
events. 


It 
was 
U'LIO 
with 
older 


pupils that they evidenced little taste for 
memorising dates and 
localities. An 


athlete would not indulge iu the exer- 
cises of boys,"uoither -would they be of 
benefit to him. He desired to accomplish 
feats of a higher and more dillicult order. 
So it was with tho advanced student. 
There exists, sind the essayist, close anal- 
ogy between physical—and intellectual 
tra-iiing, Tho defects iu the graded sys- 
tem "i schools tended to make the school 
a miicb'uo iu which tliiugs are not valued 
according to their worth, but according 
as they will tit as paris of it. 
Graded 


systems are without doubt based on a 
wise economy, and when they shall have 
been planned more in accordance with 
the real process [of development and so 
administered that their obstruction of in- 
dividual tendencies is tho least possible, 
one may expest from them better results. 


When Supt, Viebahn concluded h;s 


paper, a discussion was had upon it, Sapt. 
Samuel Shaw, taking the initiatory. He 
thought li'to^Mr. Viebahn that the indi- 
viduality of the child should be recog- 
nized. Ho was opposed to the arrange- 
ment iu country schools. 


The difficulties suiYoimding the- ques- 


tion, he thought wero due to the teachers 
themselves, many of whom wero in charge 
at too many pupils. There were too many 
children in one room cliiiming tho atten- 
tion of one teacher, and because tho 
teachers allowed it to remain so, tho au- 
thorities naturally did not interfere be- 
cause it lessened tho cost of public odu- 
cat'.ou. 


Prof. 
Edward Auerawaltl 
followed, 


reading a prepared address. 


Defects in tho graded nystom, he said, 


wero primarily chargeable to the teach- 
ers. It did not fo'low, because n person 
had obtained a certificate that ho was 
competent to teach. A boss carpenter 
must of necessity havo ucqcrred a thor- 
ough knowledge of tho elements and 
middle steps of his trade, but this was 
not tho case with tho principal and su- 
perintendent of schools, who wore iu a 
great m:iny instances placed iu their pos- 
ition because 
ot political 
influence' 


church interposition, or because they 
wore good fellows. 
He arraigned prin- 


cipals for tho careless way in which they 
managed the schools, aud deplored tho 
condition of things, iu regard to salaries 
which engendered quarrels among teaoh- 
ers, He. thought too much attention 
could not be given to tho schools, and it 
was eminently fit that the teachers should 
meet twico u year to consider the beat 
menus 
of 
education. 
He 
thought 


there 
was 
too 
much 
indif- 


ference to 
this important 
subject; 


and questioned whether 
the teachers 


oamc to the Association conventions with. 
a view of mutual improvement. 
He 


thought rather a great niauy came pure- 
ly for relaxation, or with a desire of ex- 
tending their acqau-'ntance, aud for so- 
cial enjoyment. In speaking of the qual- 
iSeations for a teacher, he said the fact 
that a man was college bred, was little 
recommendation, and attributed a great 
deal of improvements m the courses »f 
instruction to non-college bred teachers. 
He illustrated some of tho evils sur- 
rounding the profession. At the end of 
the session, the principal directs the 
teacher to liokl ail examination, and he 
does 
so. 
He 
reports 
certain 


pupils as having reached an 
average 


of seventy-fire, and these aro booked for 
the next higher grade at the re-opening 
of school. The teacher knows that he 
he must send in a pretty good number to 
the higher grade or it would not" look 
well besides he ought to carry favor with 
families of influence by sen ding up their 
children. He does so and when the time 
comes for reappointment, he gets it' He 
thought tho superintendent of schools 
should be the life and inspiration of the 
schools; he should be the chief engineer, 
should be the teacher of the teachers; 
should 
write the text books, haying 


when certain things should be taught, 
liow long they should be dwelt upon, 
when to be reviewed and in fact tbe 


Superintendent 
was to do everything 


but hear the lessons. 


EDUCATION ABROAD. 


Miss Sarah A. Stewart, read uu inter- 


esting paper entitled "Notes on Educa- 
tion Abroad." Sho discoursed upon the 
difference between the common schools 
in Europe and those at home, the foreign 
schools being rather ^more exclusive, in 
so far that every one could not enter 
them without introduction or some claim 
as to class socially. She bad never seen a 
more pitiable sight than tho procession ot 
charity school children in Paris. Tho 
church schools wero particularly pitiable 
looking. Headed by eight or ten priests 
with additional priests stationed along at 
intervals down the "ne, the procesiosn. 
marched by never looking to the right or 
left at the endless attractions on the 
street. They 
looked 
hungry. They 


looked as if they never had enough to 
eat and never expected enough. In Ger- 
many the arrangements wero somewhat 
bolter. In Paris tbe regulations of the 
Board were very exact. At a stated hour 
a certain study had 
to be 
recited 


throughout 
the 
city. 
For 
ex 


ample if the multiplication table were re- 
cited in one school • at 9 o'clock iu tbe 
morning, it wa? sure to be tho same in 
every school in Paris. Miss Stewart said 
iu this connection that the contempla- 
tion ot twenty-five or thirty thousand 
children 
blundering 
in 
the 


miiltipliealiou 
table 
[might 
bo 


a sublime thing to some people. 
In a 


school iu England, the teacher said to 
her, "the class is taking a turn in geogra- 
phy," illustrating the fact that teachers in 
the old world have as free expressions as 
they havo here. 


Sho was then introduced to the class as 


a lady from North America. She felt 
sufficiently located as there seemed to bo 
ft distinction only between North and 
South America. Sho was asked by one 
of the pupils if she had learned to speak 
Eoglish before sbe arrived in England 
On replying in the affirmative, tho pupi] 
rejoined that he thought so, as sue spoke 
English very well. Miss Stewart con- 
tinued iu a pleasant, chatty way, relating 
tho result of her observations upon the 
Educational systems in Europe, and con- 
cluded with some instructive compari- 
sons aud general thoughts.
